Some of the hon Members brought m So nt pomts relating to 
Its principle to the method to the items etc while diacussmit 
this particular aspect Wdl I do not know how far thett 
things ought to be considered it this juncture But one thing is 
veiw clear and that is there is n defiat budget It w s said Uiat 
if the deficit was due to certain items of capital expenditute or 
if this tax was being levied just to help m bringing down inflaton 
one could understand this taxauon I should necessarily s« , that 
smee we got into the Government we have certauily done some 
unpiovemeata by providing aoanl amemtiea to the pubht I did 
not expect Mr Speaker Sir tbit the debate on this Bill would 
be over ao soon I would have nectss-irily pheed before the 
House certain items which I had studied and expl m d the 
inattLt But even as it is I can aay from my memory that 
the mcrease in soaal amemtiea tint we offered through 
various departments like EducaUon Medical etc range 
from iS%to 36% or even 40% ITus is the improvement that 
has taken place during the course of these three mondis 
We have not brought in any fresh taxation for any new plan 
that was placed buore the House We should necessarily find 
funds for those plana which are already there as we have 
invested large sums of money on some of them me as the Tun 
gsbhadra Pre^ We have already spent about 14 crorea of 
nipeea on it We have spent on some other items also Hieae things 
have to be earned on but in spite of all these things as I said 
we were bold enough to abolish the mtecnal customs to the 
tune of nearly two crorea This was because people desired 
It Thu has necessarily given relief to the people aa I 
pointed out previously It was said that we haie mcreaaed 
the Bales tax from one dub to two duba and that s?e are 
trtmg to squeeze it from the common man I am glad to be 
able to say that this House never diacusaed nor debated the pomt 
whether it should be a ainde pomt tax or multiple point tax None 
of the hon Membeta of ^ House have fortunately token the 
ude of the capitalist merchants So &r so good But some of 
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the hon Members did pomt out certain defects of tbe
